7. The committee may recognize more than one individual if multiple de- 
serving nominations are received. 

8. Decisions by the awards committee are final. 

The Cover Sheet is a single piece of paper that contains the name/ 
call/address/telephone number/email address for the person(s) making the 
nomination and for the nominee. This information is needed in the event the 
committee needs further information. 

Documentation is anything that will illustrate WHY your nominee is 
deserving and may include but not limited to: Written testimonials, news ar- 
ticles etc. 

Send your cover sheet containing the required information along with 
complete documentation to your Section Manager. See page 16 of QST fora 
list of Section Managers. Section Managers will review the paperwork and 
submit them to the Chairman of the Delta Division Distinguished Service 
Award Committee. The committee is composed of a chairman and commit- 
tee members all of which are Assistant Directors in the Delta Division.

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Field Day Antenna Test - June 2011 - Larry KESKJD, Glen KFSFNP 


For the June AARA field day, I built a portable version of the ZS6BKW 5 band dipole antenna to use in that en- 
vironment. It uses insulated stranded wire (#12 gauge) for ease in handling. The ladder line has a plug in section to 
allow better matching on the 80 Meter band. This is the same antenna presented in one of the AARA sessions with 
details on the internet: (http://wSddl.org/files/Zs6bkw_vs_GSrv_20100221b.pdf) Another good description of this 
antenna can be found at: (http://www.karinya.net/g3txq/g5rv/) 


Glen Thibodeaux had a portable pole on which he was running the Alpha Delta DX-CC inductive loaded an- 
tenna. We wanted to see how the ZS6BKW would work in that configuration. At the end of field day, we took 
SWR readings on the Alpha Delta then took down the Alpha Delta antenna and put the ZS6BK W in its place, using 
the same mounting points (both top apex and end ties). No additional tuning was performed. We then took quick 
measurements of the SWR of the ZS6BKW antenna on several bands. This article shows the results of these meas- 
urements. A summary of these results is as follows: 


1. Fig 1: The Alpha delta was a slightly better match on 80 meters, but would still require a tuner for acceptable 
SWR over the band. 

2. Fig 2: Ifa different length of ladder line is used on the ZS6BKW, then the match on 80 meters is similar for 
both antennas. 

3. Fig 3: Both antennas were very close on 40 meters and both had a very good match across the band, even to 
the band edges. The gain of the ZS6BKW broadside to the antenna is slightly better for the ZS6BKW. 

4. Fig 4: On 20 meters, the Alpha delta was not tuned to the center of the band and would not cover the entire 
band. The ZS6BKW covers most of the band. 

5. Fig 5 and 6: The Alpha Delta would not tune on 17 and 12 meters. The ZS6BKW covers the entire band for 
both cases. The ZS6BKW does not tune on 15 meters without a tuner. 

6. Fig 7 and 8: The Alpha Delta did not cover 10 or 6 meters. The ZS6BKW is usable on portions of each band. 


So, just to wrap up, which antenna do you want to use? One is a commercial antenna and costs about $159 (plus 
shipping). The second is just a length of wire (93.8 ft dipole) with a center insulator and two end insulators con- 
nected to a specific length of ladder line.(39.5 ft) Total cost even if you buy all parts is about $30. Both antennas 
will work well, but the ZS6BKW will be a better match on most bands. Also, the losses in the antenna should be 
lower for the ZS6BKW (no trap or coils, and 39 feet is ultra low loss ladder line). Both antennas are easy to put up, 
using two end supports (trees or poles) with or without a center support (Tree or pole). Both antennas perform better 
at increasing heights. If you have or purchase a GSRV antenna ($45), then shorten it by 7.3 ft (3.6ft per side) and 
lengthen the ladder line by 11 ft, you then have the ZS6BKW antenna. In future articles, we will show how to add 
an EFFECTIVE 80 meter antenna and how to use the pair to get a two or three element wire Yagi out of the combi- 
nation.

ISS May have to be Abandoned in November (excerpted from space.com) 


The International Space Station may have to start operating without a crew in November if Russian engineers don't figure out soon 
what caused a recent rocket failure, NASA officials announced today (Aug. 29). 

The unmanned Russian cargo ship Progress 44 crashed just after its Aug. 24 launch to deliver 2.9 tons of supplies to the orbiting lab. 
The failure was caused by a problem with the Progress' Soyuz rocket, which is similar to the one Russia uses to launch its crew-carrying 
vehicle — also called Soyuz — to the station. 

Currently, six astronauts reside on the space station. They shouldn't be unduly affected by the Progress crash, NASA officials said, be- 
cause they have enough supplies to last a while on orbit.
